1 n,  d.  (1659)  Lord  Baltimore  Sixpence.  Type  of  Crosby  26,  plate  III,  2;  the  variety 

generally  encountered.  G/VG  plus,  pierced  below  bust  destroying  ER.  Better 
than  filler  grade. 

2 1778-79  RHODE  ISLAND  Token.  Besieged  island/Flagship,  vlugtende  removed. 

Pewter,  plain  edge.  Better  than  EF,  considerable  original  prooflike  surface  re- 
maining, a couple  of  trivial  rim  dents,  one  small  scratch  on  hull.  Exceedingly 
rare,  tied  for  finest  we  have  seen,  one  of  only  four  seen  in  all.  Auction  records 
available  indicate  that  only  one  other  in  pewter  with  vlugtende  removed  has 
ever  been  offered,  namely  lot  182,  New  Netherlands  51st  sale  ten  years  ago,  that 
piece  only  Fine  and  damaged.  Type  of  Betts  562  but  known  to  Betts  only  in 
brass.  The  importance  of  this  rarity  would  be  impossible  to  overestimate.

ness, others  weaker ; surfaces  confirm  the  VF  grade  despite  a few  granular 
defects  as  made.  Far  above  average.  Not  rare  as  a variety  but  seldom  available 
in  VF. 


5 1788  Cent.  S’s  like  8’s;  center  dot  forms  a belt  buckle.  R.  1-D.  Fine  to  VF,  struck 

on  granularly  striated  planchet,  lamination  defect  (splitting  away)  at  Indian’s 
head.

Prooflike  Unc.,  partly  brilliant,  partly 
toned  to  various  shades;  a beauty.  Exceptional  quality,  usually  found  badly 
spotted,  stained  or  nicked  up  even  among  the  tiny  minority  of  uncirculated 
pieces.

1-B.  Extremely  Fine  to  About  Unc.,  evenly  struck,  natural  light  brown  gloss, 
faintly  lustrous.  Very  rare  (almost  R-7)  type  coin  in  exceptionally  choice  condi- 
tion ; seldom  approached,  almost  never  equalled,  and  the  only  mint  state  ones 
we  ever  heard  of  are  in  a museum.

Torn  in  half  and  a few  small 
parts  missing  — edges  foxed,  can  be  repaired  to  be  a very  presentable  note. 

31  7/17/75  1 Shilling  and  Threepence  — A Pistereen.  Rag  paper.  The  variety  with 

AND  in  the  denomination  instead  of  &.  Signed  by  Edmund  Randolph.  Excellent 
condition  and  sharp  clear  signature  for  this  scarce  note  of  which  only  25,000 
were  printed. 

32  — 2 Shillings  & Sixpence.  — HALF  A CROWN.  The  variety  with  ‘sixpence’ 

spelled  as  one  word.  Signed  by  Henry  King.  Sewn  through  the  center  but  still 
in  excellent  shape.  25,000  printed.

33  — 2 Shillings  & Six  pence.  Half  a crown.  The  other  variety  with  ‘Six  Pence’  as

34  — 5 Shillings  — One  Crown.  The  only  variety  of  this  denomination.  Signed  by 

John  H.  Norton  and  George  Lyne.  Torn  in  half  and  neatly  patched  together 
with  scotch  tape. 

35  — 10  Shillings.  TWO  CROWNS  — The  only  variety  of  this  denomination.  Also 

signed  by  John  H.  Norton  and  George  Lyne  — the  signature  somewhat  faded. 

36  — 12  Shilling  and  Sixpence  Z1/  Crowns.  Again  the  only  variety.  Signed  by  John 

H.  Norton  and  John  Dixon.  Folded  and  almost  in  half,  but  still  desirable  for 

this  scarce  and  interesting  denomination. 

37  7/17/75  20  Shillings  — FOWR  CROWNS  (Misspelling  in  Right  Border).  Only  the 

one  variety  — ■ signed  by  John  H.  Norton  and  John  Dixon.  Excellent  shape  — 
all  printing  and  both  signatures  sharp  and  clear. 

38  — 3 Pounds  — TWELVE  CROWNS  — Sixty  Shillings  — The  highest  denomina- 

tion of  this  series  and  only  variety.  Signed  by  Philip  Johnson  and  William 
Norvell.  Another  excellent  note  with  everything  sharp  and  clear. 

39  5/6/76  Two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence.  The  variety  with  ‘SIX  PENCE’  as  two  words. 

Sewn  through  the  center  (evidently  by  a Colonial  Virginian).  Signed  by  John 
Dixon.  A very  scarce  note,  only  6666  printed. 

40  — Seven  Shillings  and  Sixpence.  Ninety  Pence.  The  only  variety  of  this  unusual 

denomination.  Signed  by  Richard  Morris  and  George  Seaton.  Excellent  condi- 
tion — all  printing  and  signatures  sharp  and  clear  — quite  scarce  as  only 

10.000  were  printed. 

41  — Four  Dollars.  This  and  the  next  are  the  only  two  ‘DOLLAR’  denominations 

of  this  series  and  the  only  ones  to  have  the  new  State  arms,  replacing  the  early 
Colonial  arms.  Payable  in  Spanish  Milled  Dollars  or  value  in  Gold  or  Silver. 
Signed  by  Richard  Morris  and  George  Seaton.  All  printing  sharp  and  clear  — 
signatures  faded.  24,561  printed. 

42  — Five  Dollars.  Same  style  as  above  and  same  signatures  — also  faded.  Repaired 

neatly.  All  printing  sharp  and  clear.  Some  foxing. 

43  10/7/76  % of  a Dollar.  Same  design  as  last  issue  of  ‘Dollar’  denominations.  Signed 

by  B.  Pasteur.  Small  scotch  tape  repair  on  reverse  at  center  fold  somewhat 
foxed  — but  still  a nice  note.  Scarce. 

44  — % of  a Dollar.  Somewhat  better  condition  than  above  but  signatures  too  faded 

for  positive  identification.  Probably  B.  Pasteur  also. 

45  10/7/76  One  Dollar.  Nice  — Clean  & sharply  printed.  Signature  of  B.  Pasteur  all 

but  faded.  Folded  in  center  as  most  are  — scarce.

46  — Five  Dollars.  Still  the  same  design  but  SIC  SEMPER  TYRANNUS  added  below 

State  Arms  as,  on  all  denominations  of  4 Dollars  and  over.  Signed  by  B.  Dickson 
and  James  Wray  but  these  are  badly  faded.  Patched  on  reverse  with  scotch 
tape  where  centerfold  broke  note.  Still  acceptable  and  scarce. 

47  — Six  Dollars.  A nice  note  — same  style  as  above  and  same  signature  in  more 

readable  condition  and  a much  nicer  note  overall. 

4S  — Eight  Dollars.  Same  style  and  signatures  but  these  are  sharp  and  clear.  A 
heavy  piece  of  the  blue  fiber  of  the  paper  on  right  portion  of  this  note  makes 
it  very  interesting.  Though  edges  are  foxed  — no  repairs. 

49  — Ten  Dollars.  Same  style  and  signatures.  Expertly  repaired  through  centerfold 

and  some  letters  in  that  area  re-done.  Everything  sharp  and  clear. 

50  — Fifteen  Dollars.  Same  style  and  signatures  — unrepaired  and  everything  sharp 

and  clear.  A very  nice  note  and  scarcer  than  other  denominations  of  this  issue. 

51  5/5/77  One  Dollar.  Though  the  same  style  as  above,  this  interesting  issue  has 

only  177  of  the  date  printed  and  the  balance  ‘May  5’  and  the  last  ‘7’  hand  written. 
This  note,  though  foxed  on  the  edges,  has  no  repairs.  Signed  by  L.  Wood. 
Scarcer  and  more  interesting  than  preceding  issue. 

52  — Five  Dollars.  Another  nice  note  - — same  style  — no  repairs  and  only  minor 

damage  from  normal  wear.  Signed  by  B.  Dickson  and  James  Wray. 

53  — Six  Dollars.  Same  style  and  signatures  as  above  and  in  nicer  condition. 

54  — Eight  Dollars.  Same  style  and  signatures  as  above  and  in  about  same  condition. 

55  10/20/77  One  Sixth  of  a Dollar.  Same  style  — with  partly  hand  written  dates,  as 

above  issue  and  of  about  the  same  scarcity.  Patched  on  reverse  at  centerfold 
with  scotch  tape,  but  still  an  acceptable  note  for  this  interesting  denomination. 
Signed  by  L.  Wood. 

56  10/20/77  One  Third  of  a Dollar.  Smaller  reverse  patch  with  scotch  tape,  and  overall 

a nicer  one  than  above,  signed  by  L.  Wood. 

57  — Two  Thirds  of  a Dollar.  No  repairs  but  edges  foxed  — a nice  note,  signed  by 

L.  Wood. 

58  — Duplicate  — no  repairs  but  somewhat  worn  than  above  — same  signature, 

L.  Wood. 

59  — One  Dollar.  Printing  clear  — no  repairs.  The  signatures  weak  (L.  Wood). 

60  — Four  Dollars.  No  repairs  or  damages  — printing  clear.  Signatures  of  B.  Dickson 

and  James  Wray  partly  faded.  A nice  note. 

61  — Five  Dollars.  No  repairs  or  damages.  Paper  sturdy.  Everything  sharp  and  clear 

including  signatures  of  B.  Dickson  and  James  Wray.  Interesting  calculation  in 
ink  on  reverse.  Very  nice  note. 

62  — Six  Dollars.  Very  slight  tear  on  bottom  border,  about  )4”>  otherwise  almost  as 

nice  as  above  note  — with  same  signatures.

63  — Eight  Dollars.  Scarcer  denomination  than  any  of  the  above  — slight  tear  at  left 

border  and  another  almost  unnoticeable  in  upper  portion  of  center  of  note. 
Same  signatures.  Overall  — nice. 

64  — Ten  Dollars.  A nice  clean  note  — - no  damages  or  repairs.  Signatures  of  B, 

Dickson  and  James  Wray  somewhat  faded  but  clear.  The  nicest  note  in  this 
series  and  the  scarcest  denomination. 

65  5/4/78  Two  Thirds  of  a Dollar.  This  rare  issue  was  printed  on  both  thick  rag 

paper  with  blue  fibers  and  on  this  laid  paper.  A 2 letter  control  appears  in 
the  upper  left  hand  corner.  This  note  on  the  thick  rag  paper.  Patched  on 
reverse  with  paper  at  centerfold.  Signed  by  L.  Wood.  Control  letters  ‘nf’.  RARE. 

66  — Seven  Dollars  — on  thin  laid  paper.  Control  letters  ‘aq’.  Signed  by  L.  Wood 

and  James  Wray.  The  note  evidently  worn  into  several  pieces  and  completely 
backed.  Still  Rare. 

67  — Fifteen  Dollars  — on  thin  laid  paper.  Control  letters  ‘on’.  A number  of  tears 

from  the  edges,  but  not  backed  or  repaired.  Signed  by  L.  Wood  and  James  Wray. 
Everything  sharp  and  clear  — can  be  repaired  to  be  an  excellent  note  for  this 
issue.  Rare. 

68  10/5/78  Seven  Dollars.  Another  rare  issue.  Parts  of  this  note  missing  on  right 

side.  Printed  on  thin  laid  paper  — control  letters  ‘ut’,  signed  by  L.  Wood  and 
James  Wray.  Patched  across  center  with  scotch  tape.  Difficult  to  find  in  any 
condition. 

69  — One  Hundred  Dollars  — 30  Pounds.  The  much  rarer  large  size  of  this  rare  issue. 

Completely  different  in  styling  being  about  3jfj  x 5%"  — Typeset  and  with  in- 
dented left  border.  A few  slight  tears  on  edges,  but  none  that  impair  the  note. 
Signed  by  Jonathan  Bousch  and  Edward  Archer.  These  large  size  notes  only 
printed  in  the  Fifty  and  Hundred  Dollar  denominations. 

70  5/3/79  Fifty  Dollars  — 15  Pounds.  Same  large  size  as  above  and  very  similar 

styling.  Also  only  issued  in  the  Fifty  and  One  Hundred  denominations.  This 
issue  somewhat  rarer  than  last  and  the  note  is  in  somewhat  better  condition. 
Signed  by  J.  C.  Randolph,  Edward  Archer  and  H.  Cocke. 

71  — One  Hundred  Dollars  — 30  Pounds.  A perfect  companion  to  the  above  lot.  This 

signed  by  James  Cocke,  H.  Cocke  and  A.  Craig.  Pasted  on  the  reverse  at  the 
centerfold.  A good  deal  of  the  ship  in  the  upper  left  indented  border  remains 
on  note,  which  is  unusual. 

72  5/1/80  Two  Dollars.  The  famous  “Guaranteed  by  the  United  States”  note.  Though 

this  style  is  common  in  the  issues  of  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire,  it  is  very  rare  for  Virginia.  This  note  imperfectly  cut  from  sheet 
so  that  a small  portion  of  the  note  above  and  the  one  to  the  left  still  remains.

From  Louis  Helfenstein,  Dr.  J.  H.  Judd,  and  European  Collections.  Louis 
Helfenstein’s  name  became  overnight  a byword  for  perfectionism  in  U.  S. 
large  cents  after  we  catalogued  his  collection.  Catalogues  since  then  have 
been  referring  to  especially  choice  cents  as  comparable  to,  or  equal  to,  or 
sometimes  allegedly  superior  to,  Helfenstein’s.  It  is  thus  with  considerable 
pride  that  we  present  this  group  of  half  cents  from  the  Helfenstein  collec- 
tion. Most  collectors  never  knew  that  Helfenstein  collected  half  cents,  but 
the  present  incomplete  set  deserves  to  rank  equally  with  his  cents.  Many 
are  famous  old  pedigreed  pieces,  some  being  absolute  unapproached  finest 
knowns ; all  are  of  Condition  Census  rank  save  for  a couple  of  European 
items  included  with  this  collection  and  with  the  other  group  here  presented

UNITED  STATES  LARGE  CENTS 

It  has  become  almost  overnight  a tradition  that  our  sales  invariably 
include  large  cents.  We  believe  that  the  present  consignment  — recently  dis- 
covered in  Europe  where  it  had  lain  for  many  decades  unattributed  — will 
contain  material  to  delight  even  perfectionists.  There  are  quite  a few  condi- 
tion census  coins  — and  quite  a few  more  inexpensive  pieces  — but  the 
highlights,  to  our  minds,  are  the  1794  Sheldon  42,  unapproached  finest 
known,  the  exceedingly  rare  1830  proof,  the  fiery  red  1832-33  group  and  the 
mellower  red  uncirculated  cents  in  the  later  thirties.  From  the  look  of  the 
consignment  it  would  appear  to  have  been  assembled  long  before  1858  but 
on  several  different  occasions,  possibly  by  several  generations  of  the  same 
family  having  quite  different  numismatic  standards.  The  1794  S-42  looks 
as  though  it  had  been  brought  over  directly  from  the  mint  in  that  year;  but 
in  actuality  no  detailed  history  of  it  has  been  made  available  to  us.  The 
coins  will  have  to  speak  for  themselves ; what  at  least  the  best  ones  are 
saying  to  us  is  “Look  at  us,  we’re  beautiful.”  We  hope  you  will  agree.

except  very  centers,  some  adjustment  marks  in  central  curls.  Broad  and  bold 
borders,  all  stars  sharp.  One  of  the  finest  known  of  this  variety ; a truly 
fantastic  coin,  the  more  so  as  uncleaned  and  toned  in  a most  aesthetically 
pleasing  manner.

To  date  only  the  following  specimens  are 
known  : (1)  Bolender  plate  coin,  nearly  Unc.,  the  only  one  known  at  the  time  of 
writing  (1950);  (2)  A worn  one  formerly  owned  by  Art  Kagin ; (3)  The  present 
piece,  clearly  second  finest.  (We  have  heard  of  2 others,  but  have  not  seen  them.)

283  1841.  Fairly  early  strike  from  dies  retaining  polish.  Abt.  Unc.,  pleasingly  toned  to 

gold,  rose  and  lilac;  the  toning  conceals  some  trivial  bag  marks.  Far  above 
average  for  this  much  undervalued  date.  Full  head  and  stars ; similar  quality  tq 
many  offered  as  “proofs”. 
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284  1842.  Normal  stars,  extended  die  failure  between  first  two  stars  and  rock,  other 

evidence  of  this  obv.  caving  in  and  wearing  down  elsewhere.  Rev.  from  bril- 
liantly polished  die.  Abt.  Unc. ; brilliant  with  touches  of  pale  gold  tone,  faint 
evidence  of  old  cleaning.  Full  head,  nearly  full  stars.  Beautiful  and  very  scarce. 

285  1843.  Bright,  partly  frosty  AU.,  trivial  mint  abrasions.  Evidence  of  old  cleaning. 

286  1844.  Bright,  lightly  bag  marked  AU,  same  quality  as  last.  Now  quite  rare,  this 

type  coin  (“Double  shift”  obv.)  especially  so. 

287  1859.  Thin  date.  Abt.  Unc.,  frosty,  full  head  and  stars;  pale  brown  toning.  A 

beauty;  possibly  500  to  1000  times  rarer  than  the  1859  0 which  follows.  Greatly 
undervalued. 

288  1859  0.  Heavy  date  and  O.  Brilliant,  frosty  Unc.,  lightly  but  extensively  bag  marked; 

the  way  this  usually  comes. 

289  1860  O.  Thin  mintmark  O.  Identical  quality  to  last,  perhaps  a few  less  bag  marks. 

290  1861.  Brilliant  Unc.,  frosty,  satiny;  struck  from  new  dies  retaining  some  polish, 

unusually  sharp,  unusually  few  bag  marks.

295  1877.  Somewhat  prooflike  early  strike  Unc.  from  dies  retaining  polish;  Iridescent 

toning,  gray  with  gold,  green,  blue  and  brown. 

296  1877  S.  Brilliant  Unc.,  toning  gray;  almost  free  of  bag  marks.  The  S is  large  and 

clear. 

297  1878  S.  Exceptionally  sharply  struck  gem.  Unc.,  very  nearly  Superb  save  for  two 

rev.  rim  nicks.  Faintly  iridescent  warm  gray  tone.  A beauty. 

298  1900  Lafayette  Dollar.  Frosty,  rainbow  toned  gem  Unc.,  unusually  well  struck,  un- 

usually few  mint  abrasions.  Most  survivors  are  rubbed,  cleaned  or  badly  nicked 

and  are  much  les§  well  struck  up.  This  piece  must  have  been  selected  for  quality 
at  the  time, 
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UNITED  STATES  PROOF  SETS,  1877-1916 

All  of  these  were  obtained  from  the  mint  in  the  year  of  issue,  and  have 
remained  until  now  in  the  original  wrappers  and  envelopes  in  which  they 
arrived.  Some  were  picked  up  in  person,  others  mailed  to  the  collector.  All  are 
pristine  and  uncleaned.  In  all  instances  the  original  wrappers  accompany  the 
sets.  A group  like  this,  unassembled  and  untouched,  with  the  original  wrap- 
pers, represents  a historic  opportunity  hardly  ever  matched.  Most  extant 
nineteenth  century  proof  sets  were  assembled  in  recent  decades;  very  few 
original  sets  remained  intact  because  collectors  preferred  then  as  now  to  place 
the  individual  denominations  with  their  date  sets.  We  strongly  urge  buyers 
of  these  sets  to  retain  them  as  is,  not  cleaning  them,  and  keeping  the  original 
wrappers  and  envelopes  as  an  aid  in  preserving  the  pedigree. 

299  1877.  Eight  piece  proof  set.  Cent  brilliant  golden  red,  mellowing  slightly  to  a more 

pronounced  red,  but  Superb.  Three  cents  fully  brilliant  and  Superb  with  unusually 
strong  borders  which  are  partly  squared  (usually  they  come  only  rounded).  Five 
cents  the  usual  impression  with  rounded  rims;  acquiring  some  dark  tarnish 
which  has  obscured  part  of  TRUST.  Dime  Type  II,  rainbow  toned  gem,  showing 
odd  color  areas  from  the  mint  wrappers.  Twenty  Cents  identical  and  exception- 
ally nice.  Quarter  with  half  obv.  cloudy,  the  remainder  partly  brilliant  partly 
rainbow  toned.  Half  Dollar  with  Type  II  rev.,  exceedingly  rare,  toned  and  tar- 
nished. Trade  Dollar  toned  and  tarnished.  One  of  50  sets  issued  in  October  1877. 
Obtained  at  the  mint,  Nov.  7,  1877.  Original  blue  envelope  of  issue  bears  the 
curious  notation  “To  be  exhibited  July  4,  1976.”  We  hope  the  purchaser  of  this 
set  will  be  able  to  exhibit  it  intact  at  the  bicentennial  celebration  alluded  to.  Not 
more  than  350  sets  could  have  been  issued,  that  being  the  number  of  20c  pieces 
struck : the  actual  number  is  considerably  smaller  as  many  20c  were  separately 
sold  and  the  unsold  ones  were  melted  in  June  1878.  It  is  guessed  that  possibly 
only  a couple  of  hundred  complete  sets  were  sold  as  such ; very  few  of  these 
would  have  had  the  Type  II  half  dollar  (pointed  berry  above  H),  almost  all 
other  proof  halves  of  1877  to  date  having  the  old  1876  Type  I reverse.  Guidebook 
valuation  close  to  $5,000,  but  this  historic  set  should  bring  well  over  that. 

300  1878.  Nine  piece  proof  set.  Cent  with  full  original  brilliance,  superb ; normal  date. 

Three  Cents  brilliant,  streak  of  rev.  toning,  one  minute  dark  spot  near  rev. 
lower  border.  Five  Cents,  from  a variety  we  have  never  seen  before  — possible 
overdate:  part  of  shaft  7(?)  within  second  8.  Borders  somewhat  rounded  though 
less  so  than  usual ; pristine,  pale  gold  tone  with  a few  minute  flyspecks.  Dime 
toned  gunmetal  blue  obv.,  brilliant  rev.,  superb.  Twenty  Cents  with  rev.  deeply 
tarnished,  but  pristine.  Quarter  with  obv.  brilliant,  rev.  subtly  toned;  a gem. 
Half  dollar  (rev.  Type  II)  like  the  20c.  Silver  dollar  from  the  first  Eight  Feathers 
hub.  Trade  dollar  is  a rainbow  toned  gem  acquiring  some  dull  peripheral  tarnish. 
At  present  only  one  other  unassembled  set  is  now  traced  aside  from  the  gold 
sets  in  the  Smithsonian  and  ANS.  As  a set,  in  a class  with  the  1877,  and  should 
bring  about  half  as  much. 
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301  1879.  Eight  piece  proof  set.  Cent,  fully  brilliant  with  orange  and  greenish  overtones; 

tiny  defect  upper  r.  obv.  Three  cents,  full  brilliant  and  save  for  a minute  flyspeck 
above  U it  is  Superb.  Five  cents,  delicately  toned  save  for  minute  rev.  spot. 
Dime  with  tarnished  obv.  and  brilliant  rev.  Quarter  (very  rare)  brilliant  obv., 
rainbow  toned  rev.  Half  dollar  (Beistle  2-A,  full  drapery,  rev.  Type  I die  of  1876) 
toned  to  the  cool  end  of  the  spectrum.  Silver  dollar  likewise.  Trade  dollar  irreg- 
ularly toned  and  tarnished.  All  silver  coins  of  gem  quality.  Exceedingly  rare; 
only  250  quarters  made,  some  of  them  being  melted  in  1880  with  earlier  dates, 
and  this  limits  the  number  of  complete  sets  of  1879  that  could  ever  have  existed. 
At  present  less  than  five  complete  unassembled  sets  are  known  to  survive. 
Should  bring  well  in  excess  of  $1100. 

302  1880.  Eight  piece  proof  set.  Cent,  extra  brilliant  but  with  traces  of  obv.  fingerprint : 

Three  Cents,  brilliant  and  superb:  Five  Cents,  a gem;  Dime  with  incomplete 
drapery,  mostly  brilliant,  slightly  cloudy  ; Quarter  partly  russet,  rev.  lovely  blue 
and  violet  tones;  Half  Dollar  with  Type  II  reverse,  palest  pink  and  deeper  blue 
tonnig;  Standard  Dollar  toned  pink,  steel,  blue  and  purple;  Trade  Dollar  obv. 
deep  gunmetal,  rev.  rainbow  toned.  All  silver  coins  of  gem  quality.  One  of  very 
few  intact  original  unassembled  sets  known  to  survive  outside  museums.  Should 
reach  the  4 figure  level. 

303  1882.  Eight  piece  proof  set.  Cent  brilliant  golden  red  beginning  to  tone  down,  some 

of  the  toning  a little  cloudy ; Three  Cents,  brilliant  with  a touch  of  cloudy  rev. 
toning;  Five  Cents  partly  gold,  partly  blue.  Dime  brilliant/gunmetal,  from  an 
unfamiliar  die  (for  proofs)  with  complete  drapery;  Quarter  gunmetal/brilliant 
and  with  rev.  shield  normal,  unlike  most  proofs  of  this  date ; Half  Dollar  rainbow 
toned.  Standard  Dollar  beautifully  rainbow  toned;  Trade  Dollar  likewise  but 
emphasizing  the  cool  end  of  the  spectrum  still  more.  All  coins  of  gem  quality. 
One  of  less  than  1030  sets  made  including  the  trade  Dollar;  one  of  very  few  intact 
original  unassembled  sets.  Worth  at  least  as  much  as  last. 

304  1883.  Ten  piece  proof  set  including  all  three  nickels.  Cent  beautifully  toned  to  rain 

bow  shades.  Three  Cents  toned  pale  blue.  Shield  Nickel  gray  and  blue  tone  with 
streaks  of  golden  brown.  Nickel  without  CENTS  brilliant  with  faintly  cloudy 
bluish  tone.  Nickel  with  CENTS,  similar  obv.,  golden  brilliance  with  one  minute 
rev.  speck  and  a few  minor  planchet  defects  on  obv.  Dime  obv.  blue  to  gunmetal 
to  violet,  rev.  mostly  brilliant.  Quarter  similar  with  some  of  the  same  toning 
on  both  sides.  Half  Dollar  rainbow  toned  with  a small  area  of  dull  tarnish.

Should  bring 
about  double  the  preceding,  mainly  owing  to  low  mintages  on  the  silver  coins.
